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Manager Proposes ll-cent Hike in City 
Tax Rate to Pay for Increased Services

The budget for the City of 
Greenbelt as proposed by the 
city manager and staff calls 
for a hike of 11 cents, per¬ 
haps more, in the tax rate. 
In explanation of the propos¬ 
ed increase, city manager 
James K. Giese wrote to the 
city council: “I have felt the 
city organization was under 
considerable stress to deliver 
the services expected by the 
citizens and council.” This 
week council has begun its 
annual, 6-week close look at 
the budget in a series of 
work sessions to see where 
additions or deletions should 
be made. Council must ap¬ 
prove a final budget by June 
10 . 

General Fund expenditures for 
the coining year to maintain and 
in some cases to meet the de¬ 
mand for impjoved services could 
tally $6,6 million—a 22.8 percent 
increase over the current year’s 
budget. Without a tax increase, 
revenues would provide $5.7 mil¬ 
lion. Adding 11 cents to the tax 
rate would bring in $6.0 million. 
To make up the difference. Giese 
proposes to reappropriate $ 414 .- 
000 in reserves from last year 
and to use an additional $ 194,000 
of surplus funds unspent in pre¬ 
vious years. 

The increase in the tax base 
from new construction will be

The regular city council 
meeting of Monday April 21, 
though relatively short, was 
highlighted by a presenta¬ 
tion by officials of the Metro¬ 
politan Washington Council 
of Governments (COG), who 
gave a quick but instructive 
overview of past, present and 
future growth of the metro¬ 
politan area surrounding 
Greenbelt. 

This is a continuous process 
with important implications for 
the city. Also discussed were 
alternate sites for projected new 
senior citizens housing, the 
WSSC/developer plans for the 
stormwater management pond at 
Schrom Hills Park in the Green, 
brook development, and a propos¬ 
ed zoning change for a tract at 
the Greenbelt Road—Hanover 
Parkway intersection. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld. who is 
presently serving as chairman of 
COG, introduced executive direc¬ 
tor Walter Scheiber and aides 
Lorraine Mazer and John Me-

considerable this year—10 per. 
cent. This is perhaps one of the 
reasons why Giese has reacted 
favorably to requests by his de¬ 
partment heads and is proposing 
some increases in services* 

Increased Services? 

Pressure has been building over 
the past several years from citi¬ 
zens for beefing up the Police 
Department, with an equal push 
from within the department, 
Giese, in his cover letter to coun¬ 
cil on the budget, remarks, 
, . in spite of significant in¬ 
creases in personnel made in past 
years, (the Police Department) 
is experiencing increased calls for 
service and must deal with a 31 
percent increase in crimes oc¬ 
curring in the city.” 

Giese proposes a 17.6 percent 
increase for police, which would 
provide for three additional offi¬ 
cers to be hired for a full year. 
The new positions would include 
a second detective and a two- 


Clain. Scheiber noted that Green¬ 
belt. just one of the sixteen 
member governments comprising 
COG, has supplied an exceptional 
number of people to serve on 
COG. Besides chairman Weiden¬ 
feld, council member Ed Putens 
is chairman of the Public Safety 
Committee, former council mem¬ 
ber Richard Castaldi is treasurer, 
and council member Tom White 
has been extremely active in en¬ 
vironmental areas such as air 
and water pollution control, ac¬ 
cording to Scheiber. 

McClain, who is director of 
COG’s Metropolitan Development 
and Regional Resources project, 
gave the actual presentation with 
the help of slides and bar charts. 
Out of the many demographic 
and economic facts presented— 
which may form the subject of 
a separate article in a later issue 
of the News Review—only some 
high points are described here: 

1. Though the population of 
metropolitan Washington 
increased by only 4% in the 
decade 1970-1980, the number of 


person canine team. Giese also 
proposes to purchase nine ve¬ 
hicles (four as replacements for 
older cars). Additional funds will 
replace 30 portable radios. 

Similar efforts are proposed to 
strengthen the Public Works De¬ 
partment and the city manager’s 
office. The burdens placed on the 
staff this year, writes Giese, have 
been too great with some per¬ 
sons “no longer adequately man¬ 
aging their loads.” 

Three new positions are pro¬ 
posed for public works — an ad¬ 
ministrative assistant, one po¬ 
sition to replace the temporary 
seven-day clean-up service at the 
Roosevelt Center, and one and 
a half positions for the parks 
and grounds crew. Capital pur¬ 
chases proposed for' the parks 
department include a small dump 
truck. playground equipment, 
construction of two basketball 
courts, resurfacing of the Braden 
Field path, and a riding mower. 
Land to be acquired to supple¬ 
ment the Ey.gt Greenbelt Park 
will be funded through two years 
of State open space grants. 

Other capital expenditures for 
public works include a brake and 
drum lathe, hydraulic jack, a 
large dump truck, equipment 
trailer, leaf vacuum, and a pave¬ 
ment breaker. 

Within the Department of Fi¬ 
nance and Administrative Ser¬ 
vices a new position would be

cars increased by half a million 
or 47%. 

2, The population of adults 
and older people is increasing 
quite sharply in comparison to 
younger people and children. 

3, Many more jobs are held by 
people commuting from outside 
the metropolitan area. 

4. The proportion of federal 
employment, formerly much 
higher than private sector (“ser¬ 
vices”) employment, is already 
lower and will decrease still fur¬ 
ther by the year 2000. 

5. In 1969, the estimated year 
2000 population of the Washing¬ 
ton metropolitan area was as 
high as 7.7 million; but now it 
is projected to be only 3.6 mil¬ 
lion. 

McClain also dealt briefly with 
the important topics of transpor¬ 
tation, schools, waste disposal 
and public safety. Council mem¬ 
ber Antoinette Bram, in connec¬ 
tion with the COG emphasis on 
need for transportation to serve 
the growing number of long-

Greenbelters Gather to Celebrate 
Successful Museum Fund Drive

Long-time Greenbelt residents, former Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents, relative newcomers to the city, and some who follow 
the events of this city’s citizens from at least a little dis¬ 
tance — but all fitting under the umbrella label of Friends 
of the Greenbelt Museum — came together on Saturday 
evening, April 26 for what was described as the first muse¬ 
um gala. There they heard Richard Striner, President of 
the Art Deco Society of Washington, describe what he called 
his “epiphany,” when in searching across America for note¬ 
worthy examples of the style of design that was popular in 
the Thirties, he first saw Center School. 

That experience, which oc- 
curred only three years ago, be¬ 
gan Striner’s acquaintance with

this city of the New Deal. Since 
that beginning, his involvement 
has apparently deepened—judg¬ 
ing by the title of his remarks 
at the gala, “What Greenbelt 
Means to Me.” Although the 
evening’s purpose was to move 
closer to founding a museum, 
and although in one sense Green¬ 
belt is already as a community 
a museum of the New Deal, what 
Striner emphasized was the spe¬ 
cial quality of the people who 
live here and who have made 
the original concept of planned 
community stay vividly alive. 

“There is something about the 
place,” Striner said, “that goes 
to the very core of what Ameri¬ 
cans are still reaching to do.” 
Greenbelt is a kind of “counter- 
assertion.” he said, of what has 
been the prevailing rhetoric at 
the highest levels of government. 
It demonstrates in the best sense 
a kind of symbiosis between gov¬ 
ernment and people. The gov¬ 
ernment can set a program in 
place, but the people must carry 
it out. In Greenbelt both elements 
within this symbiotic relationship 
came together. 

Beginning of the Museum 

Striner’s remarks were pre¬ 
ceded by a short speech by Doro¬ 
thy Sucher, co-chair with Mary 
Linstrom of the Museum Subcom¬ 
mittee of the 50th Anniversary 
Committee. Sucher recalled how 
the project began with a letter 
she wrote in 1972 to this news¬ 
paper, suggesting the develop¬ 
ment of a museum. “How one 
goes about creating a museum,” 
she wrote, “I have no idea. It 
seems like a tall order—and yet 
every museum that exists was 
started by somebody, sometime. 


Anybody interested?” 

Sucher went on to trace the 
developments that have followed 
since the Museum Subcommittee 
was formed eight months ago: 
incorporation, the obtaining of 
non-profit status from the IRS, 
production of a brochure and a 
bumper sticker, and both a mem¬ 
bership and a fund drive .The 
goal in membership support sur¬ 
passed by 100% their target fig¬ 
ure of 100, and prior to the ticket 
sales for the gala, over $9,000 
had been donated toward the goal 
of $10,000. 

Following her speech Sucher 
was presented with a plaque by 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld indicating 
the city’s recognition of her 
achievements in bringing the mu¬ 
seum so close to reality. (Pro¬ 
viding approval is granted by the 
GHI membership at their annual 
meeting in May. the city will be 
able to purchase a GHI home, 
half of a duplex, at a very favor¬ 
able location near the library, 
for a museum facility.) 

The gala itself, which was held 
in the Terrace Room of the 
Greenbriar Community Building 
through the generosity of the 
Greenbriar Community Associa¬ 
tion, featured foods and bever¬ 
ages donated by restaurants and 
caterers within the city: Chef’s 
Secret, TGI Friday’s, Jaspers, 
The Fireside, Martin’s Cross- 
winds, the Greenbelt Hilton and 
Towers, Marians Catering, the 
Co-op delicatessen, and Greenway 
Liquors. Woods Florists provided 
greenery, American Speedy 
Printing Center printed the pro¬ 
grams, and door prizes were do¬ 
nated by AMC-6 Theaters, Bud’s, 
Subway Shop. Sir Walter Raleigh 
Inn, Domino Restaurant, and 
Rookland. Arrangements for the 
gala were carried out by Mary 
Linstrom. 
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A Starting Point 

The back wall of the Co-op food store really has become 
an awful eyesore. This last winter has been hard on the 
paint, and great patches have flaked off, including one espe¬ 
cially distressing loss where the face of the little boy in the 
mural used to be. It occurs to us that while we wait around 
to get together a new design concept for the Roosevelt Cen¬ 
ter, which is to be generated out of the charette, some ac¬ 
tion could be taken at once on that ugly wall. All it needs, 
after all, is talent and paint. 

During the charette, one of the grouns worked especial¬ 
ly on ideas to refurbish the Center's appearance in a purely 
surface sense. They came up with a design concept for the 
wail involving a trompe Foeil mural that seemed particularly 
attractive and evocative of the art deco design appearing 
elsewhere in the city core. At the top would be a sign in 
great capital letters, spelling out the name ROOSEVELT 
CENTER. Beneath the name would be a painted frieze, 
reminiscent of the bas reliefs across the front of Center 
School. The figures would be shaded to look three-dimen¬ 
sional. 

; We are not necessarily recommending that particular 
j design. In fact, one, of-the charette judges suggested that 
'this wall space be offered as a contest to design students at 
the Uniyersity of Maryland, or to students from all the art 
schools in the area. This might be the best way to create 
the most attractive use of the wall. Such a process could 
be begun fairly expeditiously, one would think, and the en¬ 
trance from the north parking lot mad&jnore inviting. 

But perhaps more important, even one visible improve¬ 
ment could conceivably provide momentum enough to get 
the charette process moving along.

Former Greenbelter Walter 
Bierwagen, 75, died April 26 at 
the Greenbelt Convalescent Cen¬ 
ter after a long illness. His home 
was in New Carrollton. 

A native of South Bend, Ind., 
Mr. Bierwagen was elected in 
1963 as an international vice 
president of the parent Amalga¬ 
mated Transit Union, which rep¬ 
resents over 165,000 workers in 
all phases of public and private 
mass transit throughout the Unit¬ 
ed States and Canada, until he 
retired in 1981. 

Before that he served as presi¬ 
dent of the Amalgamated Tran¬ 
sit Union’s Local 689 in Wash 
ington, D.C. and was instrumen¬ 
tal in the negotiation of contracts 
in the area of pensions, health 
and welfare benefits, vacations 
and the establishment of a credit 
union for workers and their 
families. 

Mr. Bierwagen also helped 
shape the federal Urban Mass 
Transportation Act of 1964 and 
headed labor’s role in developing 
legislation authorizing the cre¬ 
ation of the Washington Area 
Transit Authority and the subse¬ 
quent establishment of Metro rail 
service. 

Mr. Bierwagen was secretary 
of the Washington Central Labor 
Council, served 10 years as presi¬ 
dent of the Greenbelt Consumer 
Services Co-op, was a board 
member of the Group Health As¬ 
sociation and chairman of the 
area’s annual Labor Day Mass. 
He was vice-president of both 
the Virginia State AFL-CIO and 
the Maryland D.C. Federation of 
Labor, AFL, CIO and was ap¬ 
pointed a labor representative in 
the 1970’s to the International 
Labor Organization in Geneva. 
He was also named to serve as 
a member of the President’s Com¬ 
mission on the Aging under 
President Carter. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Freda, son Ronald, Laurel; dau¬ 
ghter, Marilyn Tompkins, Sea- 
brook; brother, Ed Mitchell, 
South Bend, 4 grandchildren and 
2 great-grandchildren.

distance commuters, asked how 
such statistics could “assist the 
Metro to build the Green line.” 
McClain and Scheiber replied 
that the need for the full 103- 
mile Metro system, which would 
include the Green line to Green- 
belt, was already evident, “but 
the problem is how to fund it.” 
Scheiber made the point that “by 
(the year) 2000 we can finish the 
full system (given) an increased 
absolute subsidy, which is how¬ 
ever not a larger percentage of 
local budgets,” 

Following the presentation 
Scheiber—a former city manager 
of Rockville—recalled with pleas¬ 
ure his first early visit to Green- 
belt and talks with then-city 
m a n a ig e r Charles McDonald, 
Weidenfeld commented that 
“COG has been an invaluable 
tool for the (rational) develop¬ 
ment of the metropoliatn area; 
I’m just tremendously impressed 
with the executive director and 
the whole staff of COG.” 
Development of East Greenbelt 

The projected stormwater re¬ 
tention pond at Schrom Hills 
Park, which developers of the 
Greenbrook tract have argued 
can fulfill requirements as a lake 
suitable for recreational use, 
continues to be a subject of con¬ 
troversy as reported in the April 
17 issue of the News Review. 
The controversy centers princi¬ 
pally on whether a planned is¬ 
land in the lake will be an “at¬ 
tractive nuisance.” Giese report¬ 
ed that city consideration of the 
stormwater facility has been de. 
ferred so that opinions on this 
and on the general plans for the 
lake can be received from citi¬ 
zens groups of East Greenbelt. 
He reported also that the Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board recom¬ 
mends deletion of the island. “The 
lake doesn't look as natural as 
they’d like to see it,” he added. 
He noted on the other hand that 
the WSSC is “anxious” to pro¬ 
ceed with the lake construction 
but needs city approval for ease¬ 
ments there. 

The mood of council was mixed 
on what action to take. The 
mayor felt deferral of approval 
was justified because the city 
had not yet proceeded through 
the “agreement stage.” He cau¬ 
tioned against too hasty approv¬ 
al. Council member Bram re¬ 
peated her opposition to the is¬ 
land, and council member Joe 
Isaacs also preferred to defer 
agreement. Council member Ed 
Putens moved to communicate 
to the WSSC the city’s ’’lack of 
support” for the island as one 
definite step that could be taken 
now. The motion passed. 

Later in the evening’s agenda, 
council passed another motion to 
grant easements to WSSC for 
temporary grading and land¬ 
scaping of the stormwater fa¬ 
cility, but Weidenfeld and Giese 
agreed that “the city is often 
always a bystander when WSSC 
and the county Park and Plan¬ 
ning Board confer or discuss a 
matter.” The mayor went on to 
express “great displeasure and 
indignation that (the city of 
Greenbelt) is being ignored in 
all these processes.” 

Witt Tract 

Council also discussed a pro¬ 
posed rezoning of the Witt tract 
at the southeast corner of the 
Greenbelt Road — Hanover Park¬ 
way intersection from RT (Resi¬ 
dential Townhouse) to CO (Com¬ 
mercial Office). Consideration of 
this property is complicated by 
the fact that it has always been 
considered the appropriate loca¬ 
tion for a stormwater manage¬ 


ment facility for the whole 
G' ;r e e n w a y Center-Maryland 
Trade Center area. Owners of the 
property have been moving it 
through the development process, 
however, in an effort to increase 
its value before selling it to 
WSSC. The present rezoning ap¬ 
plication, which is part of this 
effort, is also the basis of a 
“joint use proposal” which would 
permit part of the property to 
be developed with an office build¬ 
ing while also containing a wet 
pond facility. 

A lawyer for the developers, 
John Gober, said that they had 
“attempted to draft covenants” 
that met the APB’s recommenda¬ 
tions. He stated that the proposed 
height of the office building 
would he four stories. He fur¬ 
ther argued that the WSSC 
should not he reviewing the cov¬ 
enants because “we (the develop¬ 
ers) and WSSC are now in an 
adversarial position.” Giese said, 
“It’s appropriate that we consult 
with WSSC on this.” Because 
the staff believes RT zoning is 
inappropriate for the site, it de¬ 
cided to recommend approval of 
the CO zoning, subject to coven- 
ant agreements as prepared by 


the APB and city review of site 
and landscape plans. The staff 
recommendation was passed by 
motion. 

New Coalition 

A new factor entered the 
planning of communities in 
Greenbelt east of the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway with the 
formal announcement of creation 
of the East Greenbelt Coalition 
of homeowner groups by its 
president, Bob Zughy. The coali¬ 
tion, which presently consists of 
the communities of Greenbriar, 
Hunting Ridge and Windsor 
Green, has been formed to pro¬ 
vide a voice in Greenbelt city 
affairs. For example, it has al¬ 
ready met to independently re¬ 
view plans for the Schrom Hills 
stormwater pond mentioned 
above. The group also recom¬ 
mends against the island. 

Senior Housing 

A letter received from Jim 
Cassels of the Senior Citizens 
Housing Committee reported that 
three alternate sites for the pro¬ 
ject had been inspected. All had 
been found unsuitable. These 
were the Hamilton Place site 
directly across from the GHI 
office, and the north or sonHi 
sides of Gardenway at the B-W 
Parkway. All three involve a 
dangerous crossing of Ridge

Road. Noise pollution of the 
Parkway is present and increas¬ 
ing, In addition, it would be 
difficult and expensive to provide 
a sewer for the Hamilton Place 
site. A more compelling objec¬ 
tion to these sites is that a sec¬ 
ond senior citizen building so 
near Green Ridge House would 
result in an over-concentration 
of older people in that section 
of Greenbelt. After considering 
these objectives, the committee 
came back to the first choice of 
Parcel 12, Crescent Road be¬ 
tween the former PEPCO sub¬ 
station and St. Hugh’s School, 
as still the most suitable site. 
Council agreed to meet again 
with the committee, despite a 
crowded schedule.

created to deal exclusively with 
personnel matters. The part-time 
position of cable coordinator, in 
the city manager’s office, would 
be expanded into a full-time po¬ 
sition by including preparation 
and providing information to the 
public and the news media and 
providing staff assistance for 
50th anniversary events next 
year. 

Those 5Cth anniversary proj¬ 
ects which are to be funded in 
part by the city have already 
been budgeted in earlier years 
with funds carried over as ex¬ 
penditures are made. New ap¬ 
propriations will not be needed. 

A fourth area is proposed for 
substantial increases — reserves. 
Retirement costs continue to es¬ 
calate. Debt service will increase 
as the $6 million capital improve¬ 
ments bonds are sold, and federal 
revenue sharing funds, half of 
which the city has been using to 
retire its bonded debt, will no 
longer be available. The funding 
of a proposed revision of the city’s 
pay plan to make it more com¬ 
petitive with other jurisdictions 
would also come from reserves. 

Miscellaneous 

Other miscellaneous projects 
in the budget include: 

—Some operating expenses for 
the Greenbelt Museum 

—Refurbishing the mother and 
child statue 

—'Continuation of dial-a-ride 
bus service by the Greenbelt Con¬ 
nection 

—A new recreation position to 
coordinate programs for senior 
citizens, handicapped, retarded 
and other special groups 

—Three new diving stands for 
the pool 

—A four per cent cost-of-living 
increase for classified employees 
Decisions 

Giese charges council with mak¬ 
ing some “tough decisions . . . 
between increasing taxes and cut¬ 
ting expenditures.” He is reluct¬ 
ant to see the unspent surplus 
from previous years go to balance 
the budget this year. The city 
is entering a period of signifi¬ 
cant construction—a new police 
station, an indoor swimming 
pool, improvements to the out¬ 
door pool, the Youth Center 
(women’s showers) and the pub¬ 
lic works compound. The capital 
improvements bond issue, over¬ 
whelmingly approved by the vot¬ 
ers last year, will not be able 
to pay for all that is needed. 
Giese bad hoped the surplus 
would be available to ease that 
strain. 

To fund the entire gap between 
expenditures and revenue through 
increased taxes would require a 
16-cent hike in the tax rate, a 
pretty big pill for council to 
swallow, 

“I believe the proposed budget 
reflects increased services de¬ 
sired by the community,” Giese 
wrote to council. “. . . and addi¬ 
tional service not funded by the 
budget is desired as well,” Coun¬ 
cil he adds, must make the po¬ 
litical decisions with advice from 
the citizens as to whether they 
“are willing to pay more in or¬ 
der to obtain the services de¬ 
sired,”. ....... - ■ .
